REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or fairly teach a interdigital capacitor disposed on the same 
surface of a dielectric substrate as a conductive line wherein the interdigital capacitor is 
sandwiched between the chip capacitor and the dielectric substrate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dupree et al US Patent 6,243,253 discloses a surface mounted 
multilayer capacitor. Barnes US Patent 3,764,938 discloses an interdigital capacitor 
useful as DC bias break in diode oscillator circuits. Takaya et al US Patent 5,225,969 
discloses a multilayer hybrid circuit. JP2003-304105 discloses an interdigital capacitor 
arranged parallel to a chip capacitor. Asakura JP 06232672 discloses a chip capacitor 
connected in parallel with an interdigital capacitor.
